36 hours if the campaign is to reach 
its goal. Last year 16,000 givers con- 
tributed a total of $402,000 by popu- 
lar subscription. The campaign will 
close with a final report meeting at 
6:30 o'clock Monday evening. 

Analysis of subscriptions received 
up to Saturday showed that prac- 


tically all gifts anticipated in amounts 
of $1,000 or more already have been 
made and reported and little if any 
additional money may be expected in 
such amounts. 

The average of gifts under $1,000 
has been $21 each. It will require 
8,645 gifts averaging that amount to 
reach the goal by Monday night.

In 1916 American industries were 
busily engaged in the attempt to get 
their goods into foreign countries in | 
the face of decisions of foreign gov- 
ernments that they should not enter.

Clyde Crabtree and “Stumpy” 
Thomason, two of the greatest col- 
lege football prospects ever to step

In the third quarter 
he was preparing to throw a pass and 
was almost completely smothered, but 
outran some five or six ’Gator players.- 
and gained more than 15 yards on the 
play. Anyone of the five players 
could easily have tackled him 
for a 10-yard loss but he got away in 
the nick of time for a neat gain, 
Again in the third quarter, after be- 
ing smothered on an end run play 
he reversed his field and made a good

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When Justice Triumphed— 


Arch Fiend Took Up Crime as a 
Career — Number of Victims 


HE curse of a murderer usu- 
ally doesn’t excite anybody, 
(aacee since society is accustomed 
Gad’ to abuse from its enemies, 
Rade just as it is accustomed to 
ren the snarling of animals trap- 
ped in the woods. But in the famous 
case of the murderer H. H. Holmes, 
who was called the criminal of the 
century, the curse he uttered on the 
day of his execution bore fruit in a 
most startling and dreadful series of 
tragedies. 

One may say it was all a coinci- 
dence, but what a remarkable coinci- 
dence that within a year after this 
man’s death no less than four per- 
sons directly connected with his con- 
viction should have died violently or 
gone insane! And what a coincidence 
that in subsequent years still more 
disasters should overtake persons 
connected with the case! It was as 
though Satan himself had for a while 
taken on human form and was dem- 
onstrating his vast talents for evil. 

And the terror of this curse still 
abides, for there are still some alive 
and sane.

Rightfully they called H. H. 
Holmes the criminal of the century. 
A highly intelligent, horribly clever 
man, he took up crime as a career 
while still a student in college, built 
a specially designed human slaughter 
house for the disposal of his victims, 
and carried on until middle life be- 
fore a final shocking series of killings 
brought him low. 

The number of his 
never been calculated, but enough is 
known of his career to establish 
Holmes as perhaps the most infa- 
mous murderer this country has ever 
known. 

His real name was Herman W. 
Mudgett,.and he was born of a re- 
spectable family in Gilmantown, N. 
H.. As a boy he was extremely bright, 
ambitious and studious. When 16 he 
became a school teacher and two 
years later married Clara Lovering at 
Alton, N. H. 

Miss Lovering holds a unique place 
in this history, for she was one of the 
few wives Holmes never killed. 
Takes Up Surgery. 

About this time the young man 
gave up teaching to take a medical 
course in Burlington, Vt., and a year 
later he entered Ann Arbor college, 
Michigan, to complete his education. 
His wite lived there with him. Ap- 
parently he was studying to become a 
physician and surgeon, but he was 
destined never to use his knowledge 
Save in the interests of crime. 

So far as the record goes, the crim- 
inal career of Herman Mudgett grew 


victims has 


out of a body-switching insurance 
Swindle while he -was still an under- 
graduate. In 1881, when he was 21, 


he obtained possession of a body that 


bore a remarkable resemblance to a 
fellow student who was his closest 
friend. Probably it was all a delib- 


erate plot, for some time previously 
his chum hadtaken out a life insur- 
ance policy for $1,000, naming Mud- 
gett as beneficiary. 


Surreptitiously they placed the 
body in the bed of Mudgett’ Ss triend, 
who immediately disappeared. Mud- 
gett collected the insurance. Little or 
no investigation was made by the in- 
Surance company. If the company 
had investigated and found Holmes 


out perhaps a great many lives would 
have been saved. As it was, the af- 
fair launched Mudgett on his career. 

His tirst act was to send his wite 
back to her home. Whit he told her 
is not known. Anyhow, she returned 
to her parents, while Mudgett lett 
school and disappeared. 

Under an assumed name he obtain- 
ed a position at an insane asylum in 
Norristown, Pa., and six months later 
was a drug clerk in Philadelphia. His 
ventures proved protitable. He open- 
ed a diug store of his own in Chi-

cago, constructed the peculiarly fitted 
building known as Holmes castle at 
701 63d street, Chicago, and married 
the second of his string of wives, Miss 
Myrta Belknap. 

Miss Belknap disappeared present- 
ly. So did quite a number of other 
persons. But ofthat more later. 

About 1889 Holmes, now an ex- 
ceedingly suave individual, with mild, 
gentle manners and courteous air, met 
Benjamin F. Pitezel and his family, 
consisting of wife and 
four small children, 
Dessie, Alice, Nellie 
and Howard. The crim- 
inal discovered that 
Pitezel was a mesmeric 
subject and appointed 
the man _ his assistant. 
Pitezel thereafter 
was so much 
clay in the mas- 
ter’s hands. 


Carrying Out the 
Scheme. 


On November 
9, 1893, Pitezel 
took out a $10,000 
life insurance policy 
in a Philadelphia 
company payable to 
Mrs. Pitezel. When 
Holmés heard of this, 
he suggested that Pite- 
zel go to Philadelphia 
and assist in a life in-

Pitezel in St. Louis and informed her

The next day, when Holmes left 
for Detroit, only Alice and Nellie Pite- 
zel accompanied him. Little How- 
ard had disappeared. 

From Detroit he wrote Mrs. Pite- 
zel to bring the baby, Wharton, and 
Dessie to Detroit, where they would 
meet Pitezel. She came and stop- 
ped at a hotel a short distance from 
where Alice and Nellie were staying. 
Holmes met the mother, stated that 
an investigation was under way, and 
that it would be necessary to delay 
the reunion of the family.

The investigation 
was not under way—yet. But in a
